!THE THIEF BREAKS OPEN

A TRUNK.

A Valaable Coronet Stripped of
Diamonds and Other Pre-

~ious Slones.

has been
The theft
was discovered on Monday morning
when James Robertson turned over
some property to the Government. |
Ever since the monarchy was
overthrown Robertson has been
custodian of the Palace and every-
thing was in his charge. The other
day the Government decided to
dispense with his services and his
successor was appointed. The dis-

missed custodian was ordered to
turn over all property in his pos-
session to his successor, and while
doing so the robbery of the jewels
was discovered.

Kalakaua's crown
robbed of its jewels.

PARTICULARS OF THE

The details of the sensational
affair were hard to obtain and they
are as follows:

Two Crowns, one formerly worn
by the late King Kalakaua and the
other by his wife, Kapiolani, were
encased in a handsome plush box. |
They were kept in a vault at Bish- |
op & Co.’s bank for a long time,
but eventually the coronets were
turned over to the Chamberlain at
the Palace. Whether they were
first handed to George Macfarlane
or to Robertson it could not be
learned last evening.

When the jewels reached the
place they were placed in a sole- |
leather trunk, where they remained
for an indefinite time. The trunk |
was kept constantly locked, and for |
safekeeping it wag depogited in the
Chamberiain’s oflice, which is situ-
ated on the basement floor of the
Palace.

When the trunk was brought
forth on Monday it was found that
the lock had been broken. The
box containing the coronets had
been opened and Kalakau’s crown
had been robbed of its ornaments.
All that was left of it was the vel-
vet cap.

ROBBERY.

DERCRIPTION OF THE CROWN.

The crown was nearly oval in |
ghape, and was ornamented with a
Maltese cross at the apex and bril-
liantly studded with diamonds and
cther precious stones, and on either
side were gold kalo leaves. In the
center of the cross was a large dia-
mond about the size of a ten cent
piece. It was taken along with a
number of other smaller precious
stones.

The Chamberlain’s office was!
searched, and some of the filigree
work was found in a small closet. |
Nobody knows who the thief ig, but
from a hurried examination made
on the day the robbery was dis-
covered, it is almost a certainty
that it occurred during the old re-
gime and not sirce the Provisional
Government has bLeen established.

A STRANGY COINCIDENCE.

The most curious portion of the
affair is that the crown worn by
Kapiolani was untouched and noth-
ing else in the trunk was disturbed.
It is a strange co-incidence.

It will be remembered by old
residents that the crowns were
made in London at a cost of $5000
each.

The fire alarm was rung yesterday
morning abont 10:45 o'clock. In a
few seconds afterwards Eugives No. 1
acd 2 were seen passing down Fort
street at alively rate. Cries of “Fire on
the Mikahala ” bronght several hun
dreds of peopla tothe I. I.S. N. Co.’s
whar! at the foot of Fort street
When the engines arrived, the blaze
was found to be well under control,
so they retorned withont rendering
ADYy assistance.

It appears that 20 tons of fertil

izers, put up in 150 bags, were placed |
on deck in the forward part of the |
chip.

The so-called saltpetre was
carefully stowed on the forward deck
on a temporary platform madae of
redwood boards, being specially built
#s & precaution agaivst fire. A
tuick covering of tarpanlins was
also carefully placed on the top and
the sides, suo everyhody on board
thonght the cargo was perfeetly safe.
While the officers and men were
busily engaged putting freight on
board, one of them ncticed smoke
issuing from the saltpeter pile. Two
good sized streams worked by the
wharf donkey engine played on the
fira for nearly ten minutes, bnt as
the flames began to spead, Passeuger
Agent Wm. Ross telephoned the fire
alarm. When the fire engines ar-
rived, a detachment of sailurs from
the Boston was already on board
belpiug to pat ont the fire by throw
ing overboard bags coutaining the
substance. A boat’s crew from the
Naniwa also came but they retarned
on board their ship as the fire wus
already under econtrol. By 11:15
A. M, or zbout thirty minutes from
the time the smoke was first noticed,

‘the last spark of fire was extin

gunished, the two streams from the
dookey engine being successfully
applied. A part of the redwood
boards on which the substance was
placed was scorched while several
were completely burned up, buu the

~deck of the vessel was unharmed.
 The balance of the saltpeter was

removed on shore by eommand

of Captains Campbell and Guodfrey.

Captain Chaney of the Mikshala was
at the company’s black-mith shop

' during the fire, aud only learned of

the impending dapnger to his ship
when it was almost out. When he
